One woman slain; 
lawmakers are 
forced into hiding

WASHINGTON — Violent rioters loy- 
al to President Donald Trump stormed 
the U.S. Capitol on Wednesday and 
forced lawmakers into hiding, in a stun- 
ning attempt to overturn America’s 
presidential election, undercut the na- 
tion’s democracy and keep Democrat 
Joe Biden from replacing Trump in the 
White House. 

Authorities confirmed that one wom- 
an was shot and killed. The National 
Guard and state and federal police were 
called in for control, and rare evening 
curfews were declared in Washington 
and nearby Virginia suburbs. 

The protesters were egged on for 
weeks by Trump, who since the Novem- 
ber presidential election had launched a 
barrage of false attacks on the integrity 
of the results. While rallying his sup- 
porters outside the White House on 
Wednesday morning, he urged them to 
march to the Capitol. But later — hours 
after they fought police and breached 
the building — he told them in a video 
that although they were “very special

The Louisville Metro Police De- 
partment has officially fired two de- 
tectives and sanctioned others for 
their actions surrounding the raid 
that left Breonna Taylor dead in her 
apartment. 

Detectives Myles Cosgrove and 
Joshua Jaynes, who were fired Tues- 
day, are the latest detectives the de- 
partment has terminated in connec- 
tion with the fatal police shooting of 
Taylor — marking the completion ofa 
monthslong investigation into offi- 
cers’ conduct and compliance with 
LMPD policy. 

A third detective, Brett Hankison, 
was fired in June for “blindly” firing 
10 rounds into Taylor’s apartment.
